World’s Weirdest Place 


Jagdailak, fifty miles from 
Jelajabad, was reached at 6 o'clock 
in the evening. Of_ al! weird 
places in the world, Tt is difficult 
to imagine one more weird then 
this, A. single, solitary hfil ‘ros® 
up from a narrow valley, on one 
side if which was the bed of a 
river, almost dry, except for a 
few rills coursing erratically over 
the plain, which uniting a littie 
farther on, disappeared into a 
narrow gorge. All round this 
plain rose up dleak und grim hills, 
devoid of all vegetation, some nf 
them of the most grotesque 
shapes, cutting off all view of the, 
country beyond. A place of sin- 
ister memory, for it was at Jag~ 
dallak that the fierce tribes that 
inhabit this district fell on the 
disorganised and demoralised Bri- 
tish force that had retreated from 
Kabul in the winter of 1839, and 
literally exterminated them, only 
one man out of twélve thousand’ 
escaping to tell the news of the 
most tragic disaster that ever 
befell British arms. |. 


Nightfall was already. approach~ 
ing, and the dark=giay clouds 
looked heavy with snow, us the 
car zigzugged round the — stecp 
ascent and finally reached tho 
summit of the hill, which forme 
a small, quadrangular plateau, . 
flanked by a low balustrade of: 
stone, in the centre of whicn was 
a rest-house of the Amir.

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THE TIME FOR 
WINNING 


Hitler’s spoken threats 
by this time cannot add 
greatly to the world’s 
fears, but his promises to 
the German people are so 
concentrated upon 1941 
that he faces himself the 
major challenge of Now or 
Never. 

Hitler has, set his own 
goal, and the time is near 
when he must deliver 
This fast-approaching 
crisis is not only a deadly 
stress, one of the mest ap-| 
palling that men = and 
women have been called 
to bear in all history, but 
it brings with it a flaming 
hope. If Britain holds 
him off, Hitler will have 
suffered disaster on the 
most bitter and undeni- 
able scale. 

Although Berlin was 
aflutter last summcr with 
gay speculations whether; 
England would fall in! 
July or August, Hitler 
himself was too cagey to 
commit himself to a time- 
table. In June, right after 
Dunkirk, he merely 
promised ‘‘ destruction,” 
without dates, of the 
enemy in London and 
Paris. 


On September 4 he re- 
assured his people: 
“When the British say: 
‘He doesn’t come,’ my en- 
swer is: ‘Keep your shirts 
on — he is coming.’”’ 

His New Year’s greet- 
ings to the army promis- 
ed: “The year 1941 will 
bring consummation of 
the greatest victory in our 
history.” 

His anniversary speech 
this month predicted: 
“The year 1941 will be a 
historic year for the new 
European Order.” He 
spoke of ‘‘definite bases,” 
and ‘when the time comes 
we will launch a decisive 
blow. These gentlemen 
will realise in this historic 
year that we used time 
well.” He saw 1941 as the 
year in which his armies 
“will wrest victory.” 

Seizure of England and 
ending of the war are 
Hitler’s pledges under the 
contract, to be delivered 
this year. His victory 
eannot be deferred. Not 
to- occupy and destroy the 
power. of England,-even to 
the eyes of the propagan- 
da-saturated Nazi zealots, 
would be .a failure. beside 
which  Italy’s debacle 
would look -almost like) 
winning. 

And so Hitler must 
throw -into this boasted 
cffort all the strength ‘he 
has.

Even individual workers are en- 
lirely at the mercy of the Nazis. 
Men have been transported in 
thousands to Germany, If the re- 
fuse to go they do not get un- 
employment relief. According to 
figures published in Denmark 
eoeee have so far been transport-

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GREEK SOLDIERS 
THRIVE | 
ON HARDSHIPS 


(From Leland Stowe, Special Correspondent with 
The Greek Army). 

AFTER TEN DAYS of incessant travel, usually 
by car, sometimes on horseback and occasionally on 
foot through a few miles of slithering mud, we have 
visited every war sector from Corfu and the southern 
sea coast all the way to the shores of Lake Okhrida, 
nearly 250 miles to the north. 

Edmond Stevens, of the “Christian Science 
Monitor,” and I are the only correspondents who 
have yet traversed this wild, fantastically mountain-

Efficient Troops 


But you would 
these nondescript-looking Greek 
troops extraordinarily — efficient. 
Beneath the surface of seemingly 
chaotic gestures they get things 
done and recognise no obstacles, 

Finnich soldiers were much 
more impressive to look at, but 
these tough, wiry little Greeks 
porsess the same kind of 
astonishing fort:tude, endurance 
and the will to win. ! never 
expected to sce another army 
which could be favourably com. 
pared man for man in these re- 
sp¢cts with Finland's warriors, 
but ! found one here in Greece. 

T have never seen soldiers whe 
actually thrive on war and — its 
hardships as much as _ these 
diminutive, , effervescent Greelts 
do. They are the most cheerful 
fighting troops you can possibly 
imagine, Wherever we have gone 
we have met these muddy, dirty, 
smiling men, 


soon discover 


‘‘Macarenis”’ 


After a night of forced marches 
over killing mountain roads it is 
a common thing for Greek sol- 
diers to shout and cheer as you 
pass them, Plugging slowly along 


through rain on mule-back Greeks 
will yell “macaronis.” and ges- 
ticulate eloquently to indicate wha’ 
they will do to the Italians wh: 
they citch up with them. Ther 
r gestures ure masterpieces — of 
mimicry, and are always accom- 
panied by diabolical but  good- 
natured grins. 

Surely this Greek army to-day 
js just about the highest-spir.ted 
army in the world. Regardless of 
mud, rain and snow, regardless of 
hundreds of gorges, precipices and 
snawcovered peaks which must be 
conquered day after day they 
march on. 

They are lron-muscled, warm. 
hearted men, these humbie, un- 
assuming sons of Greece, and 
they win your hearts with both 

. their courage and their spon- 
taneity. You understand why 
thelr officers speak of them with 
quiet pride. 

The other day we passed. a 
Jong column of troop plodding 
through bitter cold and rain, An

Panorama Of Wild

AN ACCOUNT OF Germany’s preparations in 


Denmark for raiding and. , 
giver. by a Danish-American who has lived for the] 


invading Britain has been 


past year at Aarnus, on the Kattegat. oe 

Several hundred invasion vessels were fitted out 
at that port alone last summer. Once he saw work 
proceeding simultaneously on 39 of these craft. 

Originally fishing-boats, they were given a-new 
deck over the entire vessel, leaving only a small 
hatch. Mounted amidships was an armoured re- 
volving anti-aircraft turret gun, the crew being 
completely enclosed in steel. 


There was accommoda-! 
tion for 42 men. The, 
hull, deck and_ turret 
were camouflaged. As 
fast as they were com-. 
pleted the boats sailed for 


an unknown destination 

Shipbutlding in Aarhus sudden- 
ly ceased a few weeks ago, pre- 
sumably following the smashing 
of the invasion fleet by the R.A.F. 
It must have caused a change in 
German plans. 

From this informant, come fur- 
ther details of the air activity in 
Denmark. Soon after the occupa- 
tion the Germans began to con- 
struct a big airfield at Karup on 
the Island of Jutland. 


‘Airport Abandoned 


Something must have upsét the 
Nazi plans. After constant use by 
bombers during the summer and 
autumn, the airfleld has now been 
deserted, although construction is 
still not completed. 

Numerous aircraft are still fly- 
ing over the country, but the in- 
formant was unable to ascertain 
their base. The whole of the 
western coast of Jutland {ts a pro- 
tected area, which the Danes can- 
not enter or leave without special 
military permits. These are rare- 


The Danes have been forced 
to work for the Nazis, boilding 
ships and constructing airfields. 
There was much sabotage, cs- 
pecially at Karup, where there) 
was one case In which a bomb- 
er'g wheels were locked during 
the take-off. 

The ‘plane nosed over and air- 
screws were smashed. Tampering 
with machines became so frequent 
that the Germans forbade Danish. 
airfield workers to | approach air- 
craft under penalty of death. :

The Police Reserve ts one of the 
Civil Defence organisations of this 
Colony. It is different from other 
Auxiliary Organisations in that it 
has been in existence since 1927 
and that its members have fre- 
quently been called upon for duty 
at various times since that year. 
In case this Colony is subjected to 
attack the Police Reserve will per~ 
form =: important function in 


supplementing the strength of the 
regular Police Force. 


The strength of the Police Re- 


serve fas already risen from a to- tg 
to al. 


tal of 343° in January 1940 
total of 966 at the present time. 

In view of the heavy task 
which would fafl on the Police 
Force shculd hostilities extend to 
this Colony it is desired to in- 
crease the Police Reserve to a to- 
tal strength of 1,500 as soon as 
possible, 

The Reserve is composed of the 
Chinese Company, Indian Com- 
pany, the Flying Squad and_ the 
Emergency Unit. The last three 
have already almost reached ma- 
ximuim strength and the Increase 
now proposed in the Police Re~ 
serve wnust therefore be achieved 
mainly by an increase” in the 
strength of the Chinese Company. 

I appeal therefore to all young 
men of Chinese race who have 
not yet joined one or other of the 
Colony's Civil Defence organisa- 
tions to come forward and take 
their share in the defence of the 
Cealony by joining the Police Re- 
serve. Young men who are keen 
on games and in outdoor life will 
find the Police Reserve work at- 
tractive. 1 appeal also to all em- 
ployers, both European and 
Chinese, to encourage Chinese 
young men in their employ to vo- 
lunteer {or the Police Reserve, and 
where necessary to grant them 
facilities for training and duty. In 
present crcumstances this should 
not involve airy interference with 
their normal work as both tyain- 
ing and duty are carried on out- 
side office hours.

gular Police Force. Police Re- 
servists are now doing duty to 
supplement the regular Police 
Force.

‘Colourful Picture 
Of Colony’s Only 
Social Function 


EONS before dawn, in 

the various stables 
throughout the tiny city 
of Victoria, grooms were 
rubbing down their horses, 
inspecting hoofs for loose 
shoes and feeding them 
sparingly. Gentlemen joc- 
keys, civilian, naval and 
military, keenly looked 
over their harness for any 
tlaw which might result in 
broken girths or stirrup 
leathers and thus broken 
bones through a tumble, 
for they were to race that 
day. 


From both sides of Happy Val- 
ley the horses padded softly along 
behind their grooms, Those from 
Jardine's Stables—where the Po 
Leung Kuk is to-day--were lucky, 
for it was but a step from Caroline 
Hull to the track, while those that 
entered from Victoria and Wel- 
licgton Barracks had to plod the 
length of Queen's Road from over 
the winding path that led between 
the tangled, undergrowth clad 
slopes of Mount Parish and Mor- 
rison Hill. 


Dismal and deserted, the hills 
at night were infested with Chin- 
ese foutpads, and it need be .a 
daring man to negotiate that path 
through the hills after sunset, For 
this reason the grooms were hea- 
vily armed, and as their steeds 
plodaed along in the dark, they 
kept a wary eye for furtive shad- 
uws along the road, their right 
hands clasping the butts of heavy- 
bere percussion pistols, cocked 
and primed, ready to fire at the 
least suspicious movement in the 
underbrush, 


At Happy Valley rough mat- 
sheds had been erected to shelter 
the horses from the glaring heat 
of the day, and here they champ- 
ed their teeth contentedly, snort- 
ing at the cool spring water off- 
ered in buckets from the stream 
that meandered leisurely down 
the mountainside from Wong: 
nel-chong Gap, past picturesque

yN the fashionable Spring Garden 

Lane elegant ladies stirred 
uneasily when the first rays of the

Chinese Take To 
The Bookmaker 


HE races began in the afternoon, 
and the same interest in the 
sport was manifested then as 
now. Eager spectators watched 
the weighing-in of the jockeys and 
harness on the cumbersome beam 
scales, and as the starting bell 
clanged for each event, rushed 
excitedly to and fro, seeking to 
find a place of special vantage for 
viewing the race. The whip of 
the starter’s flag found them key- 
ed-up with expectancy, and when 
the horses leapt forward from the 
starting-line, they cheered madly 
us the pounding hoofs thudded 
along the track amid clouds of 
dust. 


Through the crowds passed and 
re-passed the bookmakers, calling 
the odds. There was much bet- 
ting, the Chinese being as excit- 
ed as the foreigners, and laying 
wagers with equal ardour. 

The greatest good humour pre- 
vailed, and as the throngs milled 
about the course between events, 
they discussed the prospects of 
the races in a babel of tongues, 
and liberally patronised the many 
booths and stands.

EARLIER 
MEETING 
POSTPONED 


As far as can de ascertained, the 
Annual Race Meeting has _ only 
once before been interrupted by 
rain. That was some 25 to 30 
years ago, but all efforts to trace 
the date have proved futile. 


One of: the Stewards of the 
Jockey Club said that it was some- 
time between 1910 and 1914 that 
the opening day had to be: post- 
poned because uf wet weather. 

In 1018, of course, the Meeting 
was called off after the disastrous 
Race Course Fire. which broke 
out In the afternoon of February 
26, 1918, the Second Day of the 
Meeting.

The few travellers that from 
time to time make their way into 
Afghanistan, gencrally go by way 
of the Khyber Pass, and it was by 
this famous Pass that I went up 
to Kabul to join the staff there 
of the first British Embassy to 
Afyhbanistan. 


Detraining at Peshawar, the 
railhead of the North Western 
Indian Rathway, and the most 
northerly British military canton- 
ment station in the North-West 
Frontier Province of India, I pro- 
ceeded by motor car onwards ot 
two o'cleck in the aitermoon. 


For Jamrud, which guards the 
Indian side of the Khyber Pass, 
ten miles distant from Peshawar, 
was soon reached, and entering 
the Pass, followed a narrow, zig- 
zug track, running between bleak 
rocks and overhanging crays. 


On all sides there were signs of 
the ceaseless watch kept in tris 
kev to India, both to protect the

Panorama Of Wild 
Stenery 


The route from. AH Masjid lay 
through a narrow gorge, hemmed 
in on all sides by overhanging 
rocks. The road was one tor- 
tuous, winding course, changing 
its direction with kaleidoscopic 
rapidity, and presenting an 
endless panorama of Wild scenery, 
whose ruggedness and grimness 
tilled one with a feeling of awe. 
Profound stillness ieighed, only 
broken by the movement of the 
automobile, which rushed over 
the narrow, ledge-like :oad, naw 
taking a sharp turn to the right. 
then an abrupt turn to the lett 
now ascending, then descending, 
while the track left} in the rear 
seemed to resemble | narrow 
streaks, one above the other, on 
the racky slopes. 


Land: Kotal, ten miles from 
Ali Majid, was reached at 6 p.m. 
This is a fort situated in the 
middle of the Pass in a large cir- 
cular plain, shut in on all sides 
by lofty hills, at present garrison- 
ed by English and Gurka troups. 


London Street In 
Wilderness 


As I motored into the vrecinets 


of the fortress, where [I was to 


spend the night, a team of Bri-l 


tish soldiers was 
football on the plain. The sol- 
diery in this far-flung outpost 
scemed to know how to make 
themselves at home. nother 
evidence of this was forthcoming 
when a little later on in the 
evening I took a stro ulong the 
military lines, Looking at a sigs 
post, I observed that I was in 
“Bond Street." Somewhat fur- 
ther on were “Whitehall,” the 
“Embankment,” and to crown all 
“Liavenue de ta Grande Armee,” 
which was given to one of the 
Gurka lines. 


S€ep playing 


The journey was continued next 
morning to the frontier over the 
Nichni Kandao summit, and then 
down a descent of some 3,000 
feet, a precipitous drop down the 
side of a steep mountain :slape, 
into valleys which alternately 
broadened and contracted, and so 
to Landi Khana, the lest British 
outpost, and the Afghan bound- 
ary at Torkham, which was reach- 
ed at noon. A_ line of white 
stones separated British and 
Afghan territory, and a few yards 
in front of where my motor car 
came to a dead _ standstill, - as 
Afghan sentries barred further 
progress, was a large signboard 
on which was written ° in bold 
characters in English:—It is ab- 
solutely forbidden to cross the 
border into Afghan territory.”

Kingdom’ of Afghanistan. There

the mountain side. 


Seven miles. from Torkham is 
Dacca, p small village in a wide 
valley, surrounded by a mud wall, 
from which the children scamper- 
ed forth’ and shouted = their 
salaams as the car sped past. 
What was particularly noticeable 
were the features of the young 
girls, which strikingly resembled 
the biblical types of the old 
Israelites, Jending colour to the 
claim of the Afghans toa be one 
of the ten lost tribes of Israel. 


Terrific Heat 


The caravan stations of Basa- 
wal, ten miles from Dacca, aod 
of Balticot, ten miles further on, 
were successively assed, and 
Jellaabad, ten miles from the last 
stage, was reached ut 4 p.m. where 
a halt was. to be made for the 
night at the Bagh-i-Shahi (Gar- 
den of the King). 


The last stage was over a com- 
paratively wide valley, dominated 
by the Safed Koh on the left, and 
the Lughman Ridge on the right. 
Heavy stretches cf sand here and 
there considerably inypeded pro- 
gress. It is said that in July, 
under the influence of the terrific 
heat which prevaiis, this sand in 
places becomes sv hot that it is 
possible to cook an egg in it. 


Jelulabad, famous for the de- 
fence by Sir George Sale in 1839, 
is situated on the Kabul river, 
almost midway between 
Peshawar valley and Kabul, It 
has a permanent population of 
3,000 souls, which Js largely in- 
creased in the winter by an in- 
flux of tribesmen from the sur- 
sounding hills, who come down 
tu enjoy the milder climute. 


Beautiful Gardens 
Passed 


Begh-i-Shahi was 
throurph oa beautiful avenue of 
cypress trees, which led into a 
spacivus garden, in the centre of 
which were the palace buildings 
and guest-houses, 


entered 


These grounds, enclosed by 3 
mud wall about twelve feet high, 
were beautifully laid out with 
flowers arranged in ornamental 
beds, and plots of fruit trees, in- 
terspersed with paths tastefully 
adorned with pams and fern. 
Orange trees were conspicuous, 
and many had fruit ripening on 
them. There are suid to be five 
hundred trees in the grounds, 
which were planted in a Single 
day, ten each by fifty of | the 
courtiers of the then Amir, at his 
order. Marble channels irrigated 
the grounds, drawing their water 
from several artificial tanks, ta 
which fountains played. 


Fiercert Tribe In 
Afghanistan 


Resuming the journey next 
morning at 10 o’clock, we pro- 
ceeded through a narrow valley, 
over a‘ metajied 
walled villages of Bowali, Sultan- 
pore and  Fatehabad, each 
situated ten miles from one an- 
other, to Nimlah, where these is 
a rest-house of the Amir. A 
short halt was made here. It 
was quite an idyllic spot. The 
rest-house was situated in the 
midst of a charming old garden 
of the Moghul type, said to have 
heen planted in 1610 by Shah 
Jehan, father of Aurangzeb, the 
Jast Moghul emperor of India, and 
contains some ‘fine trecimens of 
the chenar tree, several. of which 
are over a hundred years old. 


Nimiah is situated in the Khug: 
gani’s country, whose inhabitants 
are reputed to be the wildest and 
fercest in the Amir’s dominions. 
When the journey was resumed 
at 12.30 pm, I was curious to 
gct a glimpse of the. peonle, but 
beyond a few children who gam-~- 
bolled and shouted salaams,. and 
a few women who took a coy look 
at the motor from beneath their 
‘burkhas, no one .was to be seen. 
‘The men follc. seemed: to be- ali 
absent. : 


The road soon -became, very, 
much obstructed by’ ‘camel var- 
avans, which seemed to form. con- 
tinuous streams. moving in ‘op- 
‘posite directions, and the car had 
continually .to slow. : up, as the

considerably, and a keen wind 
sprang up, which penetrated the 
fur coat I wore. . . 


Round and round the mountain 
paths the! ear, zigzageed, and at 
moments it seemed as if we must 
be shot over the precipice into 
the gorge below. Thick ice was 
lying on some of the slopes, 
while a blinding dust, driven by, 
‘the wind, considerably impeded 
progress, as it was difficult to see 
many steps in advance either 
man or beast. We frequently ran 
into the tail end of a caravan be- 
fore either was aware of the pre- 
sence of the other. When there 
would be a shouting and a scam- 
pering, the camels in their fright 
dashing now to one side of the 
narrow path, seemed for a 
moment to hang perilously over 
the ledge, and then in terror 
scampered to tho cther side, wheres 
their drivers would try to holds 
their heads towards the mountain 
slope as we motored by, in im- 
minent risk of the camels back- 
ing and pushing us over the pre- 
cipice. 


World’s Weirdest Place: 


Jaudallak, fifty miles from 
Jelalabad, was reached at 6 o'clock 
in the evening. Of all weicd 
places in the world, it is difficult 
to image one more weird then 
this, A single, solitary hill rose 
up from a narrow valley, on one 
side if which was the bed of a 
river, almost dry, except for a 
few rills coursing erratically, over 
the plain, which uniting a little 
farther on, disappeared into a 
narrow gorge. Ali round — this 
plain rose up bleak und grim hills, 
devoid of all vegetation, some of 
them of the most grotesque 
shapes, cutting off all view of the 
country beyond. A place of sin- 
ister memory, for it was at Jag- 
dallake that the fierce tribes that 
inhabit this district fell on the 
disorganised and demoralized Bri- 
tish force that had retreated from 
Kubul in the winter of 1839, and 
literally exterminated them, only 
one man out of twelve thousand 
escaping to tell the rews of the 
most tragic disaster that ever 
befell British arms. : 


Nightfall was already approach- 
ing, and the dark-giay clouds 
looked heavy with snow, as the 
car zigzugged round the steep 
ascent and finally reached the 
summit of the hill, which formed: 
a small, quadrangular plateau, 
flanked by a low balustrade of 
stone, in the centre of which was 
a rest-house of the Amir. Here, 
at an altitude of 7,00C feet, the 
night was passed, and notwith- 
standing the huge log fires that . 
burned on the open hearth of my 
room, the cold and pitiless winds 
that prevail at this time of the 
year made rest impossible. 


Captivating Scene” 


Leaving Jagdallak the next 
morning at 9.20 a.m. we followed 
a winding, path aver the moun- 
-tnins, onali--the slopes and sum~ . 
mits of.which Jay deep snow, Im- 
mediately int'front was the Lata- 
band*Range, ‘which dominated the 
scene, and stood out against the 
horizon asa huge barrier. As we 
approached pearer, the Half Kotal 
Pass opéned’up. Soon a captivat- 
ing panorama came inte view. 
All around was one vast expanse 
of white, from which snowclad 
See el a up, forming an 
undulating series of white pin-" 
nicles, which ‘stretched out row 
upon row. until they. merged in . 
‘the horizon beyond. Higher and 
higher . we ascended, until we 
seemed ‘to have reached the level 
of the gummits, around, We were 
now on-the highest int of the 
pass, Balutok. 8,250 fee above sea- 
level. From here the 
commenced, and zigzagging down 
through the narrow, precipitous 
paths, from where the snow ha 
been cleared and‘ piled against 
against the mountain side we 
finally emerged into the Kabul 


gorge.
